counsels and which keeps herself fit and free to 
do what is- honest and disinterested and truly 
serviceable for the peace of the world. 

Shall we not resolve to put upon ourselves the 
restraints which will bring to our people the 
happiness and the great and lasting influence 
for peace we covet for them? 

In his address to the League to Enforce Peace on 
May 27, 1916, we find the tentative formulation of the 
principles which were subsequently embodied in the. 
14 points and the Versailles covenant of peace. In 

is mind America’s mission as the leader on the 
new path of just peace and covenants guarantecing 
peace was definitely conceived. Unselfish devotion 
to the gservice of civilization was the course he 
marked out for the American people. He never de- 
viated frpbm this view, but on the contrary more ard 
more emphasized it. The outline of the League of 
Nations appeared in these words: 

We believe these fundamental things 
that every people has a right to choose the sov- 
ereignty under which they shall live. Like all 
otber nations, we have ourselves no doubt once 
and again offended against that principle when 
for a little while controlled by selfish passion, 
as our franker historians have been honorable 
enough to admit: but it has become more and 
more our rule of life and action. Second, that 
the small states of the world have a right to 
enjoy the same respect for their sovereignty and 
for their territorial integrity that great and pow- 
erful nations expect and insist upon. And, third, 
that the world has a right to be free from every 
disturbance of its peace that has it origin in ag- 
gression and disregard of the rights of peoples 
and nations. 

There is nothing that the United States wants 
for itself that any other nation has. We are 
willing, on the contrary, to limit ourselves along 
with them to a prescribed f duty and

respect for the rights of others, which will check 
any selfish passion of our own, as it will check 
any aggressive impulse of theirs 
Where in the calendar of the addresses of states- 
men actually invested with the highest official 
power and responsibility and confronted on every 
side with temptations to national profit and chal- 
lenges to aggression can we find a nobler sentiment 
or a fairer expression of the duty and privilege of the 
nation to serve than in this brief sentence from Mr. 
Wilson's address to the Grand Army of the Republic 
on Sept. 28, 1915?

have been other nations as spirited; but I hope 
we shal! never forget that we created this nation, 
not to serve ourselves, but to serve mankind. 


The thoughts of service and of the moral force of 
righteous convictions were deeply rooted in his mind. 
They continually cropped out in the turmoil of the 
war. Again, in October of 1915, he said to the Daugb- 
ters of the Revolution: 

I would not feel any. exhilaration in belonging 
to America if I did not feel that she was some- 
thing more than a rich and powerful nation. ! 
should not feel proud to be in some respects and 
for a little @Riie her spokesman if I did not be- 
lieve that there Was something else than phrsical 
force bebind ber, I believe that the glory of 
America is that she {s a great spiritual concep- 
tion and that in the spirit of her institutions 
dwells not only her distinction but her power 
The one thing that the world cannot permanently 
resist is the moral force of great and triumphant 
convictions. 

The following year was absorbed in the struggle to 
maintain the freedom of the seas and to keep peace 
with Germany. The struggle was prolonged and in- 
tense on account of Mr. Wilson's eager desire to 
avoid war and keep America’s influence free to serve 
mankind by. bringing about a just settlement of the 
war through moral influence alone 

It was a long path from the view of the man who 
said, three days after the sinking of the Lusitania. 
“There is such a thing as a man being too proud 
to fight,”,to the view of the man, who, realizing that 
the honor of the nation and the safety of civilization 
Gepended upon fighting, exclaimed fn answer to the’ 
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German challenge: “Force to the uttermost, force 


without stint or limit.” The phrase, “too proud to 
fight,” was twisted by war jingoes wrongly into an 
intimation of cowardice. It was undoubtedly in- 
tended to emphasize Mr. Wilson's disdain of force 
as the measure of worth. It expressed his oft- 
repeated thought of the value of patience and re- 
straint in accord with Shakspeare’s “It is excel- 
lent to have the strength of a giant, but cowardly 
to use it as a giant.” 

Mr. Wilson’s notes to Germany will eventually, 
in our opinion, be classed among the best ex- 
amples of sincere and skillful diplomacy. They 
were the jests of the jingo and the unthinking, 
but they were not jokes. They were two-edged 
swords which plerced the armor of autocracy. 
They exposed the deceits and brutal purposes of 
German imperialism and made clear the path of 
America. They clarified and crystallized the 
thought, not only of Mr. Wilson, but of the Amer- 
ican people. They justified the war. They uni!-' 
fied the people. It is unanimously admitted now 
that without the long delay between the sinking 


‘of the Lusitania and the declaration of war and 
the Wilson notes 
_ plunged into war with its people divided, instead 


America would have been 
of being forced into war with its people united. 
That Mr. Wilson was atill hoping for peace and 
eager to bring it about without war—certainly a 
noble ambition—just before the storm broke is 
evident from his speech of Jan. 22, when he 
shocked the war party by his phrase, “Peace with- 


out victory,” and by his second inaugural address. 


in which he outlined more fully than previously 
his idea of a just settlement and a covenant of 
peace, assuring the rights of all nations, the free- 


dom of the seas and disarmament.

Within a month the renewal of unrestricted sub- 
marine Warfare had caused the breaking off of 
diplomatic relations and on April 2 Mr. Wilson 
asked Congress for a declaration of a state of war 
with Germany. Not before in history had a na- 
tion gone to war with such {dealistic aims. Never 
had a people been called to arms with such lofty 
purpose, with such utter abandonment of the idea 
of material gain or of mere self-defense.

The Wilson war message is epochal! in war 
making because of its abandonment of selfish 
advantage in war as his 14 points are epochal! in| 
peace making because of their abandonment of 
the idea of Punic victory. 


Two excerpts from the war message exemplify 
its epochal character and the consistent adherence 
of Mr. Wilson to the simple principles of right 
which governed his thought and embodied his 
ideals. He himself indicates that this message is 
the culmination of the purposes and reasoning 
processes Which had guided his previous course: 


I have exactly the same things in mind now 
that | had in mind when I addressed the Sen- 
ate on the twenty-second of January last: the 
same that I had in mind when I addressed the 
Congress on the third of February and on the 
twenty-sixth of February. Our object now. as 
then, is to vindicate the principles of peace 
and justice in the life of the world as against 
selfish and autocratic power and to set up 
amongst the really free and self-governed peo- 
pies of the world such a concert of purpose 
and of action as will henceforth insure the ob- 
servance of those principles. Neutrality is no 
longer feasible or desirable where the peace 
of the world is involved and the freedom of 
its peoples, and the menace to that peace and 
freedom lies in the existence of autocrati: 
Governments backed by organized force, which

will of their people. We have seen the last 
of neutrality in such circumstances. We are 
at the beginning of an age in which it will be 
insisted that the same standards of conduct 
and of responsibility for wrong done shall be 
observed among nations and their Govern- 
ments that are observed among the individual 
citizens of civilized states. 


The renunciation of selfishness and the fervor 
of the crusader shine through in the following 
immortal words: 


* © * We are glad, now that we see the 
facts with no veil of pretense about them, to 
fight thus for the ultimate peace of the world 
and for the liberation of its peoples, the German 
peoples included; for the rights of nations, great 
and small, and the privilege of men everywhere 
to choose their way of life and of obedience. 
THE WORLD MUST BE MADE SAFE FOR 
DEMOCRACY. Its peace must be planted upon 
the tested foundations of political liberty. We 
have no selfish ends to serve. We desire no 
conquest, no dominion. We seek no indemnities 
for ourselves, no material compensation for the 
sacrifices we shall freely make. We are but one 
of the champions of the rights of mankind. We 
shall be satisfied when those rights have been 
made as secure as the faith and freedom of 
nations can make them. 


Just because we fight without rancor and 
without selfish object, seeking nothing for our- 
selves but what we shall wish to share with all 
free peoples, we shall, I feel confident, conduct 
our operations as belligerents without passion 
and ourselves observe with proud punctilfo the 
principles of right and of fair play for which 
we profess to be fighting. 

The response of the American people to this 
idealistic appeal for war proves their idealism. | 
The holy fervor for a crusade against war and) 
greed and aggression inspired the people. They fol-| 
lowed Wilson willingly to the mountain top, where 
the vision of a new world order of justice and 
freedom and co-operation for international amity

We shall not discuss at length Mr. 
Wilson's faults and mistakes. That Be 
has faults and has made mistakes goes 
without saying. We find most of the 
faults charged to him are faults of per- 
sonality and method. He neglected the 
feelings of others; he was disdainful of 
criticism; he was not diplomatic ta bis 
methods of dealing with others. He 
was stubborn and autocratic in manner. 
Faults of this kind have been found in 
the greatest men, particularly in men ad- 
sorbed in great tasks. It is the privilege 
of little men to con them by rote. But 
the charges of mistakes do not lle against 
his honesty or sincerity, his fudgments 
on public questions, his principles or the 
soundness of his policies. 


We have tried to lay bare, tn so far 
as it is possible in brief space, the inner 
record of Woodrow Wilson: the priz’ 
ciples that have guided his thought and 
his conduct tn public affairs; the pur 
poses that have moved him to action is 
the heavy tasks that have fallen to his 
lot.

Gome operators make the extreme 
statement that the United Mine 
Workers of America carries on its 
work of organization in that State at 
the point of a gun The only sub- 
stantiation for this charge !s the oc- 
easional sniping that goes on in 
atrike zones, when individual miners, 
incensed at the use of strike-break- 
ere or for some other cause, shoot 
into camps or even attack individ- 
vals. This is indefensible, but it is 
the action of individuals in a region 
where force is too rapidly resorted 
to on both sides. 

It is true that in some places many 
miners are armed. So are many op- 
erators. How these miners got their 
arms I do not know. There is a rigid 
law in West Virginia against carry- 
ing weapons without both obtaining 
m license and giving bond. Ordinary 
citizens as well as miners carry weap- 
ons in Violation of this law. 

C. F. Keeney, president of District 
i7 of the United Mine Workers of 
America, told me two ways in which 
he supposed that miners had got 
their arms. One was by pooling 
funds and buying them in groups. 


The other was by taking them “from 


people who already had them.’ By 
this he meant taking them from the 


operators.

When several thousand 
miners gathered together some time 
ago to invade Logan County most 
of them were armed. . 

Violence Storics Exaggerated. 

The amount of violence in Mingo 
County has been grently exagger- 
ated. The Assistant Prosecuting At- 
torney, Mr. Stratton, told me that 
there had been 20 murders in Mingo 
County aince last May; published re- 
porte three months ago placed the 
number at 87, and added that 600 
persons had been wounded. 

Of these 20, 10 were killed in a 
@nugie shooting affair at Matewan. If 
those are omitted, the number is not 
aTeatiy in excess of the average for 
previous years.

| Break With Bryan. 


Clark never forgave William J. 
Bryan for Bryan's share in his de- 
teat for the presidential nomination 
at Baltimore, in 1912. “Bryan's ma- 
licilous slanders did* it,”” is Clark’s 
explanation, in his autobiography, 
of his failure to land the nomination 
at Baltimore. To demonstrate this 
he quoted from the convention min- 
utes, from private correspondence 
and from newspaper files.- The for- 
“reconciliation” of Clark and 
Bryan. in a luncheon meeting in 
Washington, ts recorded. with the 
notes written by each, and with the 
comment by Clark ‘so the thing was 
done—-for what it was worth.” 

Clark's view of Brvan’s action at 
Baltimore appears in these para- 
graphs in Clark's autobiography: 

“In the light of his own connec- 
tion with Tammany, all Bryan's talk 
of not voting for the man who re- 
‘eived the vote of New York (in the 
Paltimore convention) was uttefy 
false; not only false, but absolutely 
preposterous. He eagerly accepted 
the support of Tammany, both at 
Kansas City in 
in 1908. At Denver, 
thirds rule, he could not have been 
nominated had not the New York 
delegation voted for him. 

“The reason why Bryan changed 
his vote, thereby flagrantly violating 
his instructions, was that he wanted 
to create a deadlock and grab off 
the nomination for himself. He had 
no more idea of nominating Gov. 
Wilson for President than he had 
of nominating him as Ahkoond of 
Swat. ‘His well-considered plan was 
to kill off both Goy. Wilson and my 
self As I was leading I must be 
killed off first. As he could not cite 
a single word or act of mine on 
which to base a legitimate objection 
to my nomination he cooked up the 
slander by insinuation that I would 
be under obligations to Ryan, Bel. 
mont and Morgan. The second step 
he had in mind was to kill off Wil- 
son. By his amazing insinuations 
he unquestionably prevented my 
romination, for in the heat and ex- 
citement of the convention some 
men believed him. 
there killed dead as a doornail an- 
other candidate for the presidency— 
a perennial and perpetual candidate 
—William Jennings Bryan.”

MEXICO, Mo., March 8.—Champ 
Clark’s death brings back to the 
minds of many persons here inci- 
dents surrounding the former 
Speaker's candidacy for Congress in | 
1894, when he was defeated by Wil- 
liam Mitchelson Treloar, a teacher 
of music at Hardin Colle e. Treloar 
went in with a Republican land- 
slide and his victory was as much of 
a surprise to himself as to his oppo- | 
nent. | 

The Ninth District had a norma! | 
Democratic majority of about 3000 | 
and the Republicans had difficulty 
in obtaining a candidate. Prof. Tre- 
loar, against the advice of his | 
friends, finally agreed to make the 
race. He knew nothing of politics | 
or the art of public speaking, but he 
astounded both Republicans and | 
Democrats by his campaign. | 

Clark apparently did not take the 
professor's campaign seriously, and 
it was not unusual for him to con- 
clude his speeches in thwt@ fashion:
